Panama, July 7.—A correspondent of the 
Panama Star and Herald writes from Lima, 
June 20, as follows: 

The promise made by Gen. Prado to the na- 
tion, that immediate redreas would be demanded 
for the proceedings of the Shah and Amethyst, 
is being complied with. An important circular 
addressed by the Minister of Foreign Affairs to 
the Peruvian diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives abroad has been made public. 
The Minister states that, although the 
Huascar declined to obev the constitutional 
authorities, she was nevertheless a national 
vessel. The power of the Government to van- 
quish ber was proved at the combat of Piagua, 
where she was forced to fly before the squad- 
ron. This circumstance was instantly commu- 
nicated to the diplomatic corps in Lima. Al-

A decision of some importance to bankers 
has recently been rendered at New Orleans, 
where the American Express Company re- 
covered from the Citizens Bank.of Louisi- 
ana the sum of $12,500 as charges on 
money-packages which had been underval- 
ued by the bank when shipped. The bank 
contended that it had the. right to put any 
valuation it chose on its packages, no matter 
what amount of money they contained. But 
it was held that a true statement of the con- 
tents of money-packages is required, and 
that the Express Company is entitled to full 
compensation according to the rates of car- 
rying money, which are regulated in propor- 
tion to the amount shipped and the risk 
taken.

volved in the reform is the improvement of 
the character and qualifications of the men 
who will hereafter be Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, and the election of 
men to those places because of their intel- 
lectual ability and business qualities instead 
of an election through theoperutions of party 
machinery and the bargain and sale of offices. 
There ig no law of Congress which contem- 
plates or provides for the reform of the Civil 
Service, and as such reform strips the mem- 
bers of both Houses of Congress of the polit- 
ical patronage of the country, the members 
of Congress may be said to be wholly op- 
posed to any legislation to expedite that re- 
form, or to aid the President in any measure 
looking to that end. 

President Hares has undertaken to reform 
the public service so far as he may do 80 
consistently with law. Beyond that he can- 
not go. The greater abuses of the Civil 
Service are: 1. The multiplicity of offices, 
and the unnecessary number of subordi- 
nates pensioned for party purposes 
on the public. 2. The personal unfitness 
and official incompetency of a large part of 
the force. 3. The close identity of the 
official servants of the Government with the 
machinery of party politics. These three 
abuses, to which the public service owes 
much of its corruption, expensiveness, and 
inefficiency, are only to a limited extent 
withi the President's control; but to the 
extent of his power, within the brief time 
he has been in office, he has done much in 
all these particulars, and will continue to 
carry out that policy. In the first place, he 
has reduced the number of the Government 
employes as far as he had authority to 
do so. Nearly one thousand persons 
have been discharged. at Washington 
City alone, and he has now under investiga- 
tion the propriety of abolishing some other 
branches of the service which are costly, and 
whose operations have been both irregular 
and irresponsible. In like manner he di- 
rected a revision of the pay-roll in the New 
York Custom-Honse, reducing the force 20 
per tent, consolidating various offices, and 
suspending others until such time as they 
may be abolished. Like investigations into 
the operating machinery of other Custom- 
Houses in the country are in progress, and 
unless Congress, alarmed at the reduction 
of local patronage, shall interfere, he will 
cause alike reduction of salaries and feed 
offices in all these Custom-Houses and Rev- 
enue Offices. No man could have done more 
than the President has done and is doing in 
the way of reducing the number of public 
offices and salaried employes. 

In the matter of the second abuse he has 
been no less industrious and determined. 
The integrity and capacity of a subordinate 
in office is a matter of concern not only to 
the public but to the individual. Had 
Tron, or even Bam, been elected Presi- 
dent, the question of fitness and competency 
would have been summarily disposed of by 


the sappomtment of the same number of 
partisans on the other side,—partisans 
selected not because of their fitness or in- 
tegrity, but because of their services to 
the party or to some man conspicuous in the 
party. The President has struck a severe 
blow at the spoils system by refusing to make 
any such ‘general change; he has confined 
his appointments mainly to filling vacancies 
happening because of the expiration of the 
term of the incumbents, and in these cases 
he has repeatedly recommissioned the man in 
offige. He grossly violated the traditions 
and laws of machine polities and of 
the spoils system by appointing a 
Democrat to his Cabinet, and to 
a Department having 30,000 subordinates, 
most of them removable at the pleasure of 
the Cabinet officer. Since the days of Mon- 
non, during the era of good feeling,” no 
such proceeding as the appointment of a 
Cabinet officer of the adverse party, and 
from considerations of the public service, 
has taken place. He has broken up the sys- 
tem of general removals for party sake. He 
has removed men only for causes affecting 
the public interest, and has in like man- 
ner made his appointments to promote the 
public interests and the general welfare of 
the country. As incidental to, if not a part 
of, the reform of this evil, he has laid hands 
on carpet-bagism at the South, improving 
the public service in the character of the 
men appointed, and in breaking up the wide- 
spread corruption, and inefficiency, and cost- 
liness of the service in those States. 

The third abuse of the Civil Service to the 
reform of which the President has addressed 
himself is in the separation of the Civil 
Service from the control and management of 
the party politics of the country. When 
men are appointed Collectors, Gaugers, Post- 
masters, clerks, and messengers in the pub- 
lie service, it is no part of their official func- 
tions to manage and control nominating 
conventions or caucuses, nor are the sukordi- 
nates of such offices to be ordered to attend 
caucuses or conventions to elect delegates 
representing the opinions or wishes of their

THE BULGARIAN REVENGE. 

Now that the are across the 
Danube and in occupation of a considerable 
part of Bulgaria, we must naturally expect 
to hear not only of great battles, accom- 
panied with fearful slaughter, but also of 
dreadful outrages and massacres. The Rus- 
cian um is bent upon g war of subjugation 
or extermination, and it will not conduct 
that war with kid gloves on. It is fighting a 
cruel, merciless horde of Asiatics who are as 
bloodthirsty now as they were three hun- 
dred years ago, when they poured ever into 
Europe. The Turks, with their destiny 
staring them in the face, and with the assur- 
ances of their Prophet, that for every seven 
men, women, and children slaughtered, one 
of the faithful earns the bowers of Paradise 
and the embraces of the hours, will slaugh- 


ter indiscriminately. The Cossacks, Bashi- 


Bazouks, Circassians, and Tartar hordes 


more to be dreaded than all of these com- 
bined. The Bulgarians themselves, who are 
being organized into legions as fast as the 
Russians advance, will now take the revenge 
of centuries of cruelty nd oppression upon 
their pitiless taskmasters. The Turks have 
ruled the Bulgarians not as subjects of the 
National Government, but as a servile race. 
To all intents and purposes the Bulgarians 
have been the slaves of che Turks as fully as 
the Africans in the South were slaves before 
the War. They have always been treated as 
an inferior race in a condition of bondage. 
They had no Government to appeal to for 
protection, for they werd ruled by the brute 
force of a foreign enemy. That enemy al- 
lowed them no voice in making the laws,— 
no representation, no rights of any kind. It 
taxed them inordinately, robbed them of 
therr crops and stock, doomed them 
to labor without compensation, greund them 
down into the very dust with its eruel exdo- 
tions, and, when romonstrance was made, the 
tyrants massacred the men, ravished the 
women, sold the children into slavery, 
burned their villages, and plundered their 
property. For centuries the Bulgarians 
have suffered this horrible ornelty, until at 
last they were so crushed and cowed that 
they lost all power of. resistance, and were 
degraded into the worst species of slavery. 
They became cowards through yeurs of op- 
pression, torture, and slaughter, with no 
hope of relief, with n> friends to appeal to 
for aid, with the absolute certainty that even 
a look of protest would be followed by 
torture or death. No ray of hope appeared 
to them until last summer, when Servia de- 
clared war. Then they arose in rebellion, 
but it was summarily stamaped out with the 
most horrible and needless butehery of 
men, women, and children ever known 
in the world’s. history. Now Russia, 
their powerful champion, is in their own ter- 
ritory for their deliverance. They know that 
this war means either Russian defeat or 
Turkish extermination, When Reumania 
became free, the Turk was driven out. When 
Servia became free, the Turk was driven over 
the Danube. If Bulgaria becomes free, no 
Turk will remain north of the Balkans. It 
is war to the knife and the knife to the hilt. 
The Bulgarians, therefore, are actuated with 
a double ambition, first, to assist the Rus- 
sians in emancipating thgnselves from ‘Turk- 
ish thralidrom, and, second, to revenge 
themselves for the horrible cruetties, tor- 
tures, and massacres that have been prac- 
ticed upon them. That revenge will be 
complete. The Bulgarians will never be sat- 
isfied until the last Turk is either killed 
or driven over the Balkans. If the war ends 
with Russian success, n@ Turks will be left 
in that country which they have ravaged and 
desolated so long. It is inevitable, there- 
fore, that the news from the war for the rest 


of this summer must come burdened with 


sickening recitals of massacre and butchery, 


not only as the direct outcome of a ferocious |: 


war, but also asthe natural result of the 
emancipation of a nation of slaves taking 
fearful revenge for thousands of murdered 
men, tortured women, and stolen children ; 
for villages burned and homes despoiled ; for 
centuries of the most cruel wrongs ever 
practiced upon a conquered people.

THE HEALTH-COMMISSIONER AND THE 
MAYOR. 


We strove to be particularly lenient with 
Commissioner Dz Wort the other day, when 
he first ventilated his second-handed, absurd, 
and exploded theories about Chicago stench- 
es. D Wo is young as a Health-Commis- 
sioner, and we took pity on his immature 
condition. We pointed out his errors pa- 
tiently,as we had already pointed out the 
same errors to his predecessors, but forboro 
to hurt his feelings. Butif DsWoxrF insists 
upon being written down an ass, it certainly 
isn’t our fault. If he allows the reporters to 
oajole or bully him into talking, and then re- 
iterates his silly stuff and nonsense, he can 


“scarcely claim exemption from frank charac- 


terization as an ignoramus. He seems to 
be particularly desirous of defending the ren- 
dering establishments, and so insists that it 
is the South Fork of the South 
Branch that makes the smell. When asked 
why the South Fork spreads its pes 
tilence in a fashion and only 
at night, hg first answered that it is because 


| “ the night air is denser, and the gases do 


not rise and float away in the upper atmos- 
phere as they do in the daytime”; his sec- 
ond answer was that he didn’t know. The 
first answer makes the second clearly the 
true one. DsWorr doesn’t know. He 
will never be able to find out. He admits 
the question has puzzled the chemists he has 
talked with. His own scientific information 
is evidently limited and of an uncertain 
character. The fact is that, either through 
ignorance or a desire to protect the render- 
ing establishments, he has been betrayed in- 
to an absurdity, and, instead of seeking to 
explain, it away, he should simply abandon it 
and devote himself to the true cause of the 
noxious odors. We do not propose to go 
over the whole ground again for the benefit 
of Mayor Hzatnu’s Health Commissioner. It 
has been demonstrated over and over again, 
and fully explained in the columns of Tux 
Tumonx, that the night stench which infests 
Chicago comes from the rendering establish- 
ments, and from nothing else. Some years 
ago, before this had been definitely ascer- 
tained, and before there were any prosecu- 
tions of the owners for the nuisance, the 
gases were discharged in the air at the close 
of the working day, and then the stench was 


| diffused about 6 or 7 o'clock in the evening. 


Since the rendering people know themselves 
to be in danger of prosecution, they have 
taken to the practice of letting off the gases 
during the night. Now, it is the business of 
Commissioner De Woxr to stop this; if he 
fails, Mayor Hears had better find a Health 
Commissioner who can and will do it. 

The fact is that Mayor Harz is more re- 
sponsible to the community than Dx Wort. 
The former has been in the city service long 
enough to be entirely familiar with the his- 
torical and scientific phases of Chicago 
stenches, and when he finds a Health Com- 
missioner making the same ęrrors that were 


the Mayor’s power under the present charter 
to put some more expert person in that of- 
fice. It is the duty of the Mayor, under the 
circumstances, to instruct his Health Com- 
missioner to give his attention to the render- 
ing establishments, and to employ his ener- 
gies and those of his assistants to the appre- 
hension of those who permit the foul gases 
to be blown off into the chimmeys.

of eternal allegiance to the United States 
Government, but rather to provide protec- 
tion against the squandering of public 
moneys on private enterprises, for which the 
present Constitution, adopted by the carpet- 
baggers, furnishes such abundant oppor- 
tunity.

eignty is scarcely surprising at a time when 
Georgia is engaged in exercising the sovereign 
function of framing a Constitution for its 
local Government. The qualification con- 
veyed by the term reserved in connection 
with his other remarks, indeed, implies a full 
recognition of the limitations imposed by 
the higher sovereignty of the General Gov- 
ernment. 1 
The most valuable portions of the address 
are those which warn the Convention that a 
Constitation should be framed which shall 
treat the interests of the State as paramount 
to local considerations ; which shall embody 
the general principles of Government ; which 
shall protect the public funds from the 
plunder in which officials reveled under 
the present Constitution; which shall pro- 
vide a system of free public schools adequate 
to the instruction of all citizens in primary 
education; and which shall guarantee the 
the equal rights they enjoy in their 
new and elevated condition. All these things 
were distinctly demanded by Gov. Jun, 
and the applause with which their sugges- 
tion was received indicates that the Conven- 


tion is in harmony with the liberal views he 


expressed. His utterances on the subjects 
of education and race-relations cannot fairly 
be criticised, except where there may be a 
captious disposition to resent his advice that 
Georgia shall not rely upon Northern insti- 
tutions for the higher education of its 
youth. It would not be unnatural for 
a Northen man to say the same 
things with reference to a reliance on 
Southern colleges for the higher education 
of the youth of Maine or Illinois. But all 
intelligent persons will admire his position 
that it is the duty ef the State to bring edu- 
cation within the reach of the masses in 
order to enable them to discharge the func- 
tions of citizenship properly. This is almost 
a new sentiment in the South, and bespeaks 
progress in the right direction; and it is a 
hopeful sign that, when Gov. Jams in- 
sisted upon the establishment of a thorough 
public school system as rapidly as the de- 
pressed condition of the State finances 
will permit, the sentiment was received 
with applause. The same was true 
of his expressed desire that there 
should not only be no class legislation nor 
discriminatiog against the blacks, but such 
treatment as will convince the negroes that 
those who once occupied a different rela- 
tion to them fully recognize the change that 
has elevated their civil status, and are in 
truth their best friends.” This, as an ex- 
pression of the President of the Convention 
and indorsed by the Convention itself, con- 
tains a promise of the voluntary obliteration 
of the color-line in polities by the native 
whites of Georgia, and inspires a confidence 
that the new Constitution will be in keeping 
with this excellent purpose.

There are 
acts which Government (as distinguished from 
sovereignty) should be commanded to perform, 
and there are acts to which Government might be 
tempted by the urgeacy of ill-digested pablic opin- 
ion, but which, 
public welfare, and which Government should be 
prohibited from doing. ‘these propositions are 
not stated for the purpose of covering the whole 

ound, but for illustration, and these and sach 
ike matters lie properly within the pale of consti- 
tutional law. 

GENBRAL PRINCIPLES ONLY TO BEB INCORPO- 
RATED. 

Again, thereare matters of law which involve no 
great fundamepta)l pringiple, which depend upon 
considerations of expediency growing out of ever- 
varying circumstances, and which, being tested, 
often cal] for speedy amendment or abrogation. 
There is such @ thing as legitimate tentative legis- 
lation, and where experiment discloses error re- 
peal or modification shanld be 1 easy, and 
inexpensive. By leaving out of the fundamental 
law provisions, either mandatory or prohibitory, 
which it should contain, too great latitude is given 
to legislative discretion and the omission to do what 
should be done, or doing of what should 
not be done, may e«ntail irreparable itmjary.

effect a nullity. A much lower standard of educa- 
tion will suffice to understand measures originated 
and explained than that requisite to originate and 
explain them. But there must be to some extent 
mental invigoration and eniargement by educa- 
tional processes,—there must be instilled into the 
mind some general political principles, by which 
the soundness of theories or measures proposed

STATEMENT BY THE RETURNING BOARD.

ated considerable comment in the newspapers 
throughout the country. It is stated the mem- 
bers of the Ret have been 
by the Grand Jury in New Orleans for 
and forgery. There is an error in this 
which at first blush might seem to be of no sig- 
nificance, but which, when carefully examined 
in connection with extraneous circumstances, 
shows an object and a steady design in 
the law officers of the State to present this case 
to the country ata particular time when the 
court had or was about to adjourn, and the case 
could not be tried until the court vened in 
the fall.

w that the Grand Jury found or

ing Board. It appearsthat on the 15th of June, 
1877, the District Attorney presented an 
mation against the members of the Returning 
Board, charging them with “uttering and pub- 
lishing as true a certain altered false paper and 
counterfeited public record, the returna of the 
Parish of Vernon, of an election beld for Presi- 
dential Electors, knowing the same to be 
altered, forged, and counterfeited.” 

Now, the Grand Jury then in existence was 
not discharged until the last dav of June. 
Then, why was it the Grand Jury did not find 
and present a bill of indictment in so important 
a case? Whvdid the District Attorney file a 
presentment in this case when the Grand Jury 
was in session? It is well understood here that 
the Grand Jury refused to find a bill of indict- 
ment in this case, and that aoe their refusal 
+ ding so the District Attorney filed the informa- 
tion. 

It is a fact beyond denial that the Grand Jury 
was in session when this information was filed 
(June 15), and continued in session until the last 
oi the month, and that they did not present a 
bill of indictment against the Returning Board. 
2 it is fair to conclude that they did 
not find evidence sufficient to justify it. It seems 
this matter of the Returning was brought 
to the attention of the Grand Jury in the charge 
of the Judge soon afterthey were impaneled, so 
they had ample time and opportunity to act on 
it, out the District Attorney, without any ex- 
amination of the case before any examining 
court, or having any evidence taken down of his 
own accord, filed the information in this case. 

So it is an error in the press of the country 
when they say a bill of indictment has been 
found by a Grand Jury against the Returni 
Board. It is only an information by the Distric 
Attorney. 

But another important fact in the progress of 
the affair appears, and it is this: The informa- 
tion was filed in Court on the 15th of June, but 
it was kept on the secret files of the Court, and 
capiases not issue until about the 6th of 
July, wher the parties gave bail. Before this 
time it was known that the Judge had ob- 
taincd from the Governor lade of ab- 
sence for ninety days, and that he would 
adjourn Court on the 7th of July for ninet 
days, and that in the meantime nothing coul 
be done with these cases in Court, and the de- 
fendants would have to rest under the charges 
until the Court convened in the fall, There is 
method and design in this. If the District At- 
torney had been desirous of having the par- 
ties brought to a speedy trial he knew 
as well the facts three months as he did 
on the 15th of June, as the Jude especial! 
alluded to the case in hisc to the Grand 
Jury three months ago; and tf parties had 
been notified of the information as soon as it 
was filed they could have called for a trial, as 
the Court sat until the 7th of July; but the 
whole matter was delayed, and secmingly pur- 

osely, until the Court was about to urn 
fore the parties could have an opportunity to 
defend themselves. 

The charge iu the information is of a false re- 
turn of the Presidential Electors, and makes no 
allusion to the return being false as to any State 
or local candidate. So it would appear that the 
object was to cast doubt on the returns for 
Presidential Electors. The whole charge in the 
information is predicated on the changes said to 
have been made in the Supervisors’ consolidated 
statement of the votes of Vernon Parish.
